Pneumatic Tubes Are- Suggested 
to Prevent Food From Get- 
ting Cold. 


Piping hot soup! 

That's what they will be doing soon 
at the Insane Asylum and the Poor 
House if a plan suggested by Dr. John 


C. Morfit, hospital commissioner, is ap- 
proved by the Board of Publi¢t Improve- 
ments, 

The kitchens are so far away from 
the inmates’ quarters at these institu- 
tions that the soup gets cold before it 
is served. Therefore it is urged that 
pneumatic tubes be ‘installed in the 
bulldings. + 

Inmates and patients will not be ex-| 
pected to place their mouths to the 
pipes and catch the pneumatic soup 
onthe fly. 

The hot liquiag will be placed in 
metal or glass containers, which in 
turn will be put in asbestos-lined 
cartridges and shot from the kitchen. 

Dr. Morfit estimates that under this 
new system it will take only five min- 
utes to distribute all the hot soup 
the patients can stand. Vegetables 
and other food will also be distributed 
by pneumatic pressure. The idea was 
auggesteq by Frank H. GailJbraith 
Superintendent of Mails at Chicago.

TEXAS IS FIFTH STATE, PASSING 
MISSOURI AND MASSACHUSETTS 


Greatest State in Area, Has Pop- 
ulatoin of 3,896,542; In- 


creasing 27.8 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Texas, the 
largest State in. the Union in point of 
area, made greater progress in its in« 
crease in population during the last 10 
years than any of the states which ex- 
ceed it in the number of inhabitants, 
and now takes rank as fifth State in 
population, passing Missouri, which in 
1900 held that place. 

The population of Texas is 3,896,542, ac- 
cording to statistics issued last night. 
This is an increase of S7,882, or 27.8 per 
cent over 8,046,710 in 1900. The Increase 
from 1890 to 1900 was 813,187, or 36.4 per 
cent. ae 

The statistics show that only New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio 
surpass Texas in population, while Mis- 
sour! drops back to seventh place, hav- 
ing been passed by Massachusetts In the 
last 10 years. Texas’ increase would 








give her four new representatives in 


Congress if the present ratio of ap- 
portionment is retained when Congress 
enacts the new apportionment law. 

Only 30 of the 45 Texas counties 
showed decreases and these were slight.

Pou of 
North Carolina did not vote against any 
of the interests in his State. The other 
two Democratic members, Harrison of 
New York and Randell of Texas, are 
for tariff for revenue. If a commit- 
tee on committees had the power of 
reorganizing this committee it would 
contain no. protectionists. 

Many Democrats believe that the 
party is committed to revise the rules 
—to take away from one man the great 
power of naming committees. Demo- 
crats figuring on choice committee 
plums, Clark supporters, are pro¢laim- 
ing that this specific Proposition was 
never put up to them and they are 
against it. 

Mr. Clark has never said where he 
stands. It is stated that he does not 
believe this radical move has ever been 
pledged. It has been pointed out to him 
that with his power taken away his 
leadership would wane. 

Clark is not a parliamentarian. He 
will notvhave the assistance of Asher 
C. Hinds,. the expert clerk at the Speak- 
er’s table. Instead, Speaker Cannon 
will have Hinds sitting near him on 
the flour, for Hinds has been elected 
to Congress from Maine. With these 
considerations, it is expected that the 
Democrats will decidé not to jotn with 
the insurgent Republicans in the move 
for a Committee oh Committees.

Louis Marks, Accused of Sell- 
ing City’s Car Tickets, 
‘Saved by Technicality. 


PROSECUTOR ©: K’S IT 


Declares He Was Unable to 
Prove Municipality Owned 
Property Sold. — 


Louis Marks, former Superintendent of 
the supply and leaks division of the city 
Water Department, has escaped through 
technicalities of the law a charge of 
embezzlement which witnesses say he 
had confessed. A nolle prosequi was en- 
tered in Marks’ case Wednesday by 
Prosecuting Attorney Howard Sidener, 
after Judge Calvin N. Miller of the 
Court of Criminal Correction refused to 
dismiss the case. . 

Marks was accused of selling $ worth 
of street-car tickets belonging to the city 
to a pawnbroker for $3.50. 

The Judge refused to quash the charge 
against Marks because the case had 
been partially heard by Judge Wilson A. 
Taylor, his predecessor. Not being fa- 
millar with the history of the proceed- 
ing, he decided to continue testimony, 
‘but agreed that if the Prosecuting At- 
torney believed he could not make a 
case he could enter, the nolle prosequi. 
Attorney Simon Bass, representing 


| Marks, made a plea to the court to dis- 


miss the case and clear che record. 
Prosecuting Attorney Explains. 
Prosecuting Attorney Sidener declares 
he could not,make the case against 
Marks, although it was known Marks 
had confessed to the embezzlement. He 
said, upon.examination of witnesses, he 


them identify the tickets sold by Marks 
as the property of the city, and until 
he was able to do so he could not use 
the witnesses who heard Marks con- 
fess. 

Detectives Badger and Wardenski saw 
Marks sell 100 street car tickets to Mike 
Golinek, a clerk for Henry Miller, a 
pawnbroker of 7 South Sixth street, on 
Oct. 17. Badger saw the money pass 
and watched the tickets delivered. 
Marks had been under suspicion, and 
the detectives were cautioned by Water 
Commissioner Adkins to. watch him. 

Marks was not arrested, however. 
Next day, after the officers reported, 
Commissioner Adkins called Marks be- 
fore him and ‘had Assistant Water Com- 
missioner E. E. Wall present to witness 
the conversation. Adkins asked Marks 
why he had been giving street car tick- 
ets to a young woman alriost daily in 
a downtown restaurant. Marks denied 
that he had done so, but the Water 
Commissioner declares he told him he 
had it from good authority and from 
persons who had witnessed the acts. 

“Where did you get those tickets you 
sold for $3.50 in Miller’s pawnshop?’” Ad- 
kins asked. “They were city tickets, 
were they not?” 

Tell of Pilea for Clemency. 

“Yes, they were,”’ witnesses declare 
Marks answered. 

Then, it is said, he argued that it 
was his first offense and asked for clem- 
ency. That it was the first time he sold 
tickets in the Seventh street pawnshop 
was denied by Miller: He told city of- 
ficers that Marks had sold tickets to 
him many times before. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener says his 
attention was called to the technicality 
by which Marks escaped by Judge Wil- 
son A. Taylor, former Judge of the 


recently elected to the circuit bench. 

“On Dec. 8," Sidener shid, ‘“‘we put the 
Water Commissioner and his secretary, 
William.

Then another letter in- 
formed the witness that Mrs. Glover 
had changed her mind and decided Hat- 
tie must. go back home.

Altruism, etc., have moved one organization to 
take off the municipal hands the Union Market 
building and erect in its place an edifice so {m- 
posing and highly arctiitectured that it will be a 
thing of undimmed and untaxed beauty and a 
joy to the owners for 99 years. 

Similarly moved, another adventurous and pa- 
triotic syndicate of philanthropists has proposed 
to relieve the city of its expensive and burden- 


compel the hauling of the city freight for a sum 
which will barely exceed the rental proposed. 

That eleemosynary institution, Union Electric, 
burns mftinight watts—at 12 cents per watt—over 
plans to take. from. the batks of groaning tax- 
payers the foolishly demonstrative little lighting 
plant which is located in an obscure corner of the 
city hall cellar. Why the city should bother it- 
self with such pests is more than Union Electric, 
or any true philanthropist, can understand. 

As a capsheaf for the shock .of altryistic en- 
deavors comes a new group of benevolent as- 
similators who. would take over the Courthouse. 
Here the soul of altruism comes into conflict 
with the spirit of progress, but not to puzzle these 
inspired altruists. Far be it from them to muss 
up the sacred curves of that historic structure 
or lay a profane finger on its historic dome. Not 
any. They would merely wall in its grandeur 
and protect it from the storm by rearing avout 
its now exposed peak a hive of offices. 

These be all splendid plans. Only now are we 
beginning to learn what self-sacrificing men we 
have in this community.. Presently some syndi- 
cate or association obsessed by. the growing fad 
of decorative philanthropy, will take over the 
city hall—formally—and others will cast longing 
eyes toward the squat form of the new library. 
And why not? Conducted as a private enter- 
prise, has not’the city hospital proveu so amaz- 
ingly successful that the number of deaths there 
is only double what it should be? 
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Would a national health department benefit 
the public, or would it merely enable the medical 
profession to establish a medical] trust? If doc- 
tors are to control a Federal department, why 
not have one for engineers, another for painters, 
a third for hotelmen, and so on through all the 
list of occupations? 








HELPING THE RAILROADS. 
The Railroad Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates favors saddling on the taxpayers of the 
city the damages to abutting property which will 
grow out of the abolishment of the grade cross- 
ing ‘of the Missouri Pacific at Chouteau*avenue. 
The estimated cost to the city will be anything 
between $100,000 and $250,000. 
The estimated cost of the abolishnient of all 
grade crossings in the city is $8,000,000. If this 
precedent were established and followed the city’s 
share in the payment of these railroad improye- 
ments will “be not less than $1,000,000 and per- 
haps three times that. 
Chicago, Buffalo, Detroit, aihnsbapelia and Du- 
luth refused to pay any part of the cost of such 
improvements. The courts have compelled the 
railroads to pay all the cost. and have upheld the 
contention that cities can compel them to abolish 
the grade crossings. 
Why should the city contribute large sums to 
the improvement of railroad tracks?

He also had removed his overcoat and 
placed it on the back of a chair.

roads comprising the Terminal Associ- 
ation. 

The answer was filed in the St. V9' is 
Circuit Court Wednesday. The Termi- 
nal declares that it owns none of. the 
bridges or terminals in St. Louis, but is 
merely the operating agent for the rail- 
roads. 

Dieckmann, Pettus and Wittig, who 
hold big blocks of stock in the St. ..ouis 
Merchants Bridge Terminal oe 
Co., brought suit several weeks ago ty 
require the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion to pay into the treasury of the 
Merchants Bridge Railway Co. $2,000,000, 


dends on the $3,500.000 of its stock. 

No Dividends Paltd. 
No dividends have been paid on Mer- 
chants Bridge Terminal Railway stock 
during the 17 years the Terminal ‘has 
controlled it. The plaintiffs in the suit 
alleged that the Terminal was obli- 
gated, under its contract, to pay divi- 
dends on the stock. 
In its answer the Terminal! filed an 
inventory of its expenses from Aug. 30, 
1903, to June 30, 1910. This statement 
shows the Terminal has. received in 
that time $51,982,509.34, which it declares 
was produced frcm the use of the prop- 
erty by the proprietary railroads.. It 
asserts that this was not its own money, 
but money that it received as the agent 
of the railroads. 
This money, accdérding to the state- 
ment. was disbursed as follows. For ex- 
pense of maintaining and operating the 
property, including taxes, $18,852,593.85, 
for interest on bonds, notes and obliza- 
ticns, rentals and sinking fund pay- 
ments under general mortgage, $29,04:,- 
854.19; for purchase of equipment and 
extraordinary repairs, $1,047,582.45; for 
improvements of all kinds, $3,039,578.96. 
. Is Powerless in Itself. 
The Terminal Railroad Association, 
in all matters affecting its interests, 
during the past few years, has con- 
tended that it was not capable of do- 
ing anything of its own initiative. It 
declared that it had no power to abo!- 
ish the bridge arbitrary of 20 cents a 
ton on coal, but that the railroads alone 
could do that. When traffic relations 
with the Manufacturers’ Railway. were 
discontinued a year ago, the Terminal 
declared that it did not do it, but that 
ihe railroads did. President McChesney 
admitted in the hearing before the In- 
terstate Cormmerce Commission that he 
called the meeting of the railroad of- 
ficials at the offices of the Terminal, 
where the action was taken, and that 
he presided at the meeting.
